3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
combination of claims 1 and 10 especially the contacts for the rail comprising the 
female portion with means for receiving the male coax connector. Regarding 
claim 12 the structure of the contact with an adaptor box and housing in a low 
voltage lighting rail set up. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee.

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.

Lin 
teaches a lighting adaptor box that receives a coax connector but not with the 
contacts structure recited by the applicant. Nieminen, Tang and, Agro teach an 
adaptor for track lighting but the contact is not single piece bent and formed. Lin 
et al teaches an adaptor box for low voltage track lighting but no one piece contact 
system. Howell et al teaches much of the contact structure recited in claim 12 but 
no adaptor, housing or low voltage lighting system.

[An electrical contact set for an adaptor box for mounting a low voltage 
lighting fixture to a low voltage track] An adaptor box comprising a housing 
containing an electrical contact set, the adaptor box mounts a low voltage 
lighting fixture to a low voltage track, the contact set comprising; a pair of 
one-piece stamped and formed metal pads each having a rigid elongate strip 
portion formed at one longitudinal end with a female contact portion and at 
the other end with a transverse contact foot for engagement with a respective 
buss of [a] tiie low voltage track, the female contact portions each comprise 
a pair of resilient contact arms bent from opposite longitudinal edges of the 
strip to extend transversely from the strip in opposed, spaced apart parallel 
relation for embracing a male contact between them, the strip of one contact 
being shorter, longitudinally, than the strip of the other contact so that the 
contacts can be mounted in [a] the adaptor housing with the female contact 
portions extending one above the other on a common vertical mating axis 
while the transverse contacts extend horizontally, coplanar with each other.
